Oscars Go Gay

In its seventy-eight years, the Oscars have never been as Pride-worthy as they 
are this year. 


To be certain, actors playing gay or transgendered characters have received 
accolades, nominations and even the statue itself. Tom Hanks won the best actor 
Oscar in 1993 for Philadelphia. 


Hilary Swank and Charlize Theron won their best actress Oscars for playing 
gay characters in Boys Don’t Cry and Monster. William Hurt won his Oscar in 
1985 for his portrayal of a transvestite in Kiss of the Spiderwoman. 


As far back as 1969, John Schlesinger gave us a thinly disguised portrait of a 
gay relationship in Midnight Cowboy. Both John Voight and Dustin Hoffman were 
nominated in the best actor category but split the vote, allowing John Wayne to 
squeak in for True Grit. 


Two years later, the openly gay Schlesinger would give Peter Finch one of his 
finest roles in a prestigious career as the gay London doctor obsessed with a 
bisexual played by Murray Head. 


The big difference this year is that the four major Oscar categories have a gay- 
themed contender. 


Brokeback Mountain, the story of a tragic love affair between two cowboys, is 
the year’s most nominated film. It has nominations for best picture, best director 
(Ang Lee), best actor (Heath Ledger), best supporting actor (Jake Gyllenhaal). 
Brokeback is the first explicitly gay-themed movie to win an Oscar nomination 
for best picture, which means it’s taken Hollywood seventy-seven years to finally 
acknowledge the gay lifestyle. 


Ledger, who plays the cowboy Ennis Del Mar, is competing against Phillip 
Seymour Hoffman who plays famed gay writer Truman Capote in the drama 
Capote. Capote is also up for best picture. 


Gyllenhaal, who plays Ledger's love interest in Brokeback, is up for best 
supporting actor. In Transamerica Felicity Huffman has been nominated as best 
actress for her portrayal of the pre-operative man who discovers he has 
fathered a son and must bond with the boy before he can complete his sex 
change operation. If all the stars were aligned properly, we could see a gay- 
themed best picture, a gay-themed best actor, a gay-themed best actress and a 
gay-themed best supporting actor. 


Jenny Stewart, the manager of Entertainment Programming at PlanetOut in 
San Francisco, looks at the financial and critical success of Brokeback Mountain as 
an important phenomenon. “America has never had a gay love story as a 
mainstream box-office hit. Whether it wins its eight Oscars or not, it has already 
had a positive impact in changing people’s opinions and tolerance of their gay 
counterparts,” she explains. 


Stewart has a theory as to why Brokeback has been a hit with so many straight 
audience members. “There is a built-in safety net in the casting of Heath Ledger 
and Jake Gyllenhaal who are both straight actors. | don’t think the film would 
have been nearly as acceptable to straight audiences had it starred Robert Grant 
of Queer as Folk and Rupert Everett who are both openly-gay actors.” 


Stewart also points out that Brokeback is a tragic love story,a gay Romeo and 
Juliet if you'd like, which she feels makes it easier for straight audiences to accept. 
“| don’t think America is ready for a gay Gone With the Wind, Love Story or The 
Way We Were.” 
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She recalls that 1982’s Making Love, which saw Harry Hamlin and Michael 
Ontkean play gay lovers, was a box-office disaster for trying to do just that. Even 
Oliver Stone’s attempts to portray Alexander the Great as a bisexual had 
audiences stampeding away from theatres. Brad Pitt’s character in Troy was 
bisexual in the early drafts of the film but that got excised quickly. She says 
Capote is the least adventurous and groundbreaking of this year’s gay-themed 
Oscar contenders. 


“Capote is a biography. People accept that Truman Capote was gay. They could 
have done that film fifteen or twenty years ago without causing a stir. You could 
not have done Brokeback Mountain or Transamerica even five years ago.” 


The screenplay for Brokeback Mountain actually languished in Hollywood for 
seven years with studios, producers, directors and actors shying away from its 
explicit treatment of a gay love story. 


She says Transamerica is a trickier prospect.“The fact a movie like Transamerica 
could be made shows the kind of progress we're finally making in America. Films 
like this are made in Europe but not in America until now.’ Stewart is adamant 
“it’s because of Felicity Huffman’s profile on Desperate Housewives that people are 
going to see Transamerica. Unfortunately, it is still not doing good business, but at 
least it is out there. That in itself is positive. Gay-themed movies have not been 
great box-office draws.” 


Even with Tom Hanks and an Oscar in its back pocket, Philadelphia was only 
able to gross $77 million US. At $124 million, The Bird Cage is the top-grossing 
gay film of all time, followed closely by Interview With the Vampire 
($105 million) and The Talented Mr. Ripley ($82 
million). 

The Crying Game managed to take in $63 
million and Monster $34 million, but Boys 
Don’t Cry managed just a paltry $11.5 S 
million. 


This year, the gay musical Rent had a 
disappointing $29 million box-office. 
Breakfast on Pluto, which has a stunning 
performance from Cillian Murphy as a 
transexual, hasn’t even grossed $1 million. 


If Brokeback Mountain does manage to nab 
the best picture Oscar, it will be a landmark 
achievement but not the one people like lan 
McKellen are waiting for. 


“| want to see an openly gay actor 
receive an Oscar. We've had our share of 
closeted actors accept Oscars, but no 
one who is openly gay,” said McKellen 
when he was nominated for Gods and 
Monsters in 1990. Vv

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Queer Camp

It’s a generally held belief that gay and 
lesbian teens often have problems at 
school, be it with bullying or self-esteem 
issues. Sometimes, though, it’s not just 
queer teens but also the children of gay or 
lesbian parents who are subject to the 
same kind of bullying and who have similar 
identity issues. For these kids, Holly Wagg 
and Julie Alarie saw a void in the commu- 
nity that needed to be filled and the Ten 
Oaks Project was born. 


It started in 2004, when Holly was 
finishing her Masters’ thesis. “Il had worked 
for the past two summers at a summer 
camp in the States called Mountain Meadows, which is specifically for the kids of 
LGBTQ families,” Wagg says. “I had been toying with the idea of eventually doing 
something like that here. Having a little bit of extra time on my hands, | did a 
needs assessment survey to see if it could happen. Less than two months later, 
we started attending meetings, we had a name and we had a logo. We decided to 
incorporate as a not-for-profit organization, which happened in July of 2004. We 
got our charitable status last winter and now were a full-fledged organization 
with a board of directors.” 


The response to the needs assessment was huge. As it was distributed through 
the Internet, responses came from across the country, though it was primarily 
centred in Ottawa and the larger Ontario regions. “In a month and a half, we had 
over a hundred and twenty-five quotable surveys,’ Wagg says. “The responses 
came back with eighty-one percent saying that the community would like a camp 
specifically for the LGBTQ community, citing a whole range of needs on that 
survey from people having had experiences in traditional camp programs that 
didn’t make them feel accepted, to costs being a very big factor—sixty-five 
percent of the families surveyed said they would need a sliding scale to make that 
program an option for them.” 


It’s a hard cost of six hundred dollars a week to send a child to camp, and the 
average that families were able to pay last year was $150, though some families 
came in at a much higher end. As well, the site itself is rented which also adds to 
the cost. With the advent of Ten Oaks’ charitable status, they have been raising 
money through a variety of ways including grant applications. “It’s been 
challenging,’ Wagg says. “When we first started, we had the dilemma of needing 
money to run a camp program, but nobody wants to give money until you run 
something to show that it can be a success.” Volunteers were not hard to find 
and applications for campers started coming in, so it was just a matter of funding. 
Between their first bowl-a-thon fundraiser, a one-time grant from the City of 
Ottawa and a few smaller fundraisers and individual donations, Camp Ten Oaks 
became a reality. 


“Having worked in a similar camp environ- 
ment before, | expected some impact, but we 
didn’t anticipate half the things that happened,” 
Wagg says. “Just the impact on the kids and 
their families, and the feedback we've received 
has been so incredibly strong about how much 
this one-week experience has transformed 
some of these kids’ lives.” 


“There were these two sisters at camp, one 
was ten and one was eight,” says Alarie. “It was 
one of the first few days of camp and they were 
sitting around the dining hall. One of the other 
campers said ‘oh, my mom’s got a partner, and 
the little sister was like ‘oh, what’s a partner?’ 
and the bigger sister nudged her and said ‘It’s 
okay, you don’t have to be afraid here. It’s 
really simple stuff like that. But we have had 
parents call and say‘! don’t know what you guys 
did with my kid, but his aggression has totally 
changed, and we didn’t know what we did either! Kids will just come out of their 
shells, or get to know their siblings—especially if they're queer youth and their 
straight siblings come to camp, and they’ll get to know them in this whole other 
way. 

Wagg steps in. “We know from one kid who banned his mother and his 
brother from attending Pride because he was so embarrassed, to turn around at 
the end of camp and march with the Camp Ten Oaks people and begged his 
mother and his brother to go to the Pride parade,” she recounts. 


According to Wagg, about ninety percent of the campers were kids from gay 
families, five percent were queer youth and the remaining five from straight- 
identified families who wanted their kids to have the experience, based on the 
12 
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social justice programming offered at 
the camp. “One of our campers, who 
had been horribly teased at school, 
had these bridging and exchange 
conversations with other kids and 
thought ‘I thought | had it bad, but 
some of the things you guys go 
through are really bad,” and got some 
perspective on teasing and bullying 
and the variety of forms that it can 
take. Some of the issues that came up 
for a lot of our campers included the 
level of bullying and harassment they 
were facing in their school environ- 
ment and in their everyday life, having 
the opportunity to share that they | 
weren't the only kids who were being 
accused of being gay because their es 
parents were gay, and having to defend who oon were to chee faenilias all the 
time. It was a really powerful exchange for them.” 


What also surprised a lot of the volunteers was the fact that these kids also 
had “normal” problems, like their best friends not talking to them or things like 
that. Wagg also recognized that a lot of kids also face problems relating to 
divorce and custody arrangements. 


The camp has now been proven a success. Wagg and Alarie are looking 
forward to this year’s events. While last year, they were able to accommodate 
less than thirty campers, this year they are already planning for more than forty 
based on the overwhelming responses to date. “Senior campers” from last year 
will also be taking leadership programs so that they will be able to become staff 
by next summer. The board has grown from five members to nine this year and 
the entire Project remains volunteer-run. The camp runs from August 20 to 26 
this year, aimed for kids aged eight to seventeen. 


“Camp is really a place for kids to be kids—and

As sexy as Heath and Jake look in Brokeback Mountain, there is an even 
better-looking star at work behind them in almost every scene—the Alberta 
landscape. 


It would be hard to find a film project that better capitalizes on the amazing 
land where the prairies meet the mountains. The scenery throughout the film is 
breathtaking, even to those of us who grew up in the neighbourhood, or have 
driven through the mountains on countless childhood family vacations. 


Could the success of Brokeback Mountain translate into real-time tourist 
dollars for the Cowboy Trail? 


The answer is yes, if you believe what’s currently happening in Wyoming. Not 
only has the state’s department of tourism been handling literally thousands of 
calls from tourists, both queer and straight, about visiting the setting of the film, 
but they are also targeting the gay tourist dollar with an active campaign to bring 
the buck to the foothills. 


The problem is, those foothills are ours. Those queer tourist dollars should 
be coming our way. It gives one pause to think of Ralph’s reaction to an influx of 
gay cowboy fans. Does he even know we have our own Gay Rodeo? 


Being a boy who grew up on the Cowboy Trail, | feel compelled to share some 
advice for the gay Foothills tourist. Like the world in Brokeback, small-town 
southwestern Alberta has corners that are stuck forever in prairie time, frozen 
like a frontier snapshot, the sepia tones reflected in everything from the rolling 
hills and dusty parking lots, to the worn chaps and the leather jackets of the men. 


Ahh, the Alberta men. Yes, they’re real.And even though Brokeback is set in the 
1960s, it feels and looks like it happened yesterday. The careful stares, the rural 
male monotone—all still exist in Alberta. 


But be careful whom you invite for a fishing weekend. A good fight is as 
common as a church potluck. A general rule for the gay cowboy cruiser is look, 
but don’t approach. Unless, of course, you’re at the Gay Rodeo. 


But what the tourist really wants to know is where to go to recreate your 
own Brokeback moment.Worldwide, gay couples are planning their own puptent- 
by-the-rushing-creek romantic getaway. So,| did the work and found out where 
these scenes were filmed. 


The small-town main streets 
are wide here because there’s 
nothing but space. Wind sweeps 
the dust in small tornadoes that 
meander through the towns. 
And to visit the fateful parking 
lot where Ennis and Jack first 
meet, you need to head to 
Cowley, a village a few minutes 
from Pincher Creek. The village’s 
website proudly proclaims that 
you're in cattle country, but 
Cowley’s other claim to fame is 
its wind turbines, the first of 
their kind in Canada. As well, the 
bar where the hunky actors have 
their first beer together is in the 
local tavern. Don’t plan to stay 
overnight at the hotel, though... 
rather, check out one of the 
many bed and breakfasts that 
dot the surrounding area. 


The towns of Beiseker, Blackie, Rockyford and Crossfield all played supporting 
roles in Brokeback. These are true prairie towns whose main streets, storefronts, 
bars and hotels haven’t changed much in the decades since | was a kid. In every 
shot, you can see far into the distance, the grass bending over in wave after 
graceful wave from the force of the incessant wind. 


The town of Fort Macleod saw a lot of film action, as it was where Ennis and 
his wife and daughters moved in above the laundromat. It was also home to the 
scene where Ennis strikes his heroic lonely cowboy pose with the rocket’s red 
glare in the background. It’s a truly American moment, and yet it took a town in 
Alberta to supply the mood. 


If camping is more your style, head to the many campgrounds on creeks and 
lakes in Kananaskis Country, a getaway for Southern Albertans that rivals Banff 
National Park for sheer majesty, and the main source for wilderness settings in 
the film. Recreate your favourite Brokeback moments at Canyon Creek (make 
sure there are no families watching if you do a crouching creek-side scrubdown 
a la Jack Twist), or take a hiking trail and stand on the wooden footbridge that 
crosses the Kananaskis River at Galatea Creek (where Ennis picked up food 
supplies for the week), or have a picnic at Elbow Falls. Be careful at King Creek, 
where Ennis runs into a bear. 


“Il wish | knew how to quit 
you,” has to be the most-quoted 
line from the movie. It’s the 
perfect line for the moment, and 
for men for whom words are 
difficult and dangerous. The 
location for that scene is an easy 
one to find—it’s the Upper 
Kananaskis Lakes parking lot. 


Alas, one of the most notable 
locations in the film, at least 
for naked-actor-watching, is 
unavailable to the public. The cliff 
that Jack and Ennis jump from 
(you may have been distracted by 
other things on the screen) is on 
private property. So any dreams 
you may have had about you and 
your new Alberta cowboy friend 
leaping from the bluff in the buff 
into the ice-cold mountain water 
will have to wait until...well, 
maybe the Gay Rodeo. 


The end of the film shows an aging Ennis living alone in an old trailer court. 
For me, it was one of the truest moments in the story. Beyond his trailer lies the 
vast expanse of Alberta’s grasslands, stretching farther than a man can imagine. 
In the trailer court where | grew up, there was a bachelor living in a small trailer 
down by the field. Now, for the first time, | wonder what his story was. It made 
me realize that tales like Brokeback Mountain aren’t new or groundbreaking at 
all...in fact, they've been lived countless times by countless men. In Cowboy 
Country, men don’t cry—and they don’t share their secrets. Like the prairie that 
is their home and their prison, they witness much more than they will ever 
reveal.

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Breaking the silence

Back in January, | got a call from Nicole White, Director of the LGBTA Centre 
at the University of Saskatchewan Student Union. “I’m working on the Carnival 
of Sex,’ she explained. She was looking for someone to paint a giant 
representation of female anatomy. “You know, something that people can stick 
their face in and have their picture taken,’ White said. “I thought of you.” 


Bemused but flattered, | agreed. | began to imagine making something like the 
most famous giant girly bits: We're Talking Vulva, the award-winning 1990 film by 
Winnipeg artists Shawna Dempsey and Lorri Millan. In it, Dempsey, clad in a foam 
latex vulva suit (with her head where the clit would be), raps and dances her way 
through a tour of ‘down there’. 


Dempsey and Millan will be in town in March for the Breaking the Silence 
Conference, their third trip to Saskatoon in as many years. In 2004, they 
performed as the Lesbian Rangers at Saskatoon’s Fringe Festival. Last June their 
AKA Gallery-sponsored Scentbar: Fragrances for Troubled Times drew floods of 
people during the first weekend of Pride. At this year’s Breaking the Silence, they'll 
present Friday night’s keynote lecture, a performative talk entitled Piercing the 
Thin Skin of Normal: Queer Art and Activism. 


The Breaking the Silence: Gays and Lesbians in Our Schools Conference will enter 
its ninth year in 2006. Sponsored by the University of Saskatchewan’s College of 
Education, the conference brings together rural and urban teachers, students, 
administrators, community activists and other stakeholders to talk about gay and 
lesbian issues in education. 


Until his retirement last spring, former Head of the Department of Educational 
Foundations Don Cochrane fueled the engine that drove Breaking the Silence. 
Working with a diverse advisory committee, Cochrane has worked tirelessly to 
bring gay and lesbian issues to the attention of both schools and teachers-to-be. 
Although he has recently relocated to the British Columbia, emeritus professor 
Cochrane is still connected to and deeply involved in LGBT issues and 
Saskatchewan community. In June, he received a Saskatchewan Centennial Medal 
for his advocacy work. 


Cochrane has high praise for the University. “From the first time | took the 
proposal for the conference to the College of Education administrative advisory 
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committee to the present, we have known nothing but support,’ he says. 
“Virtually every senior administrator in the university has opened the 
conference at one time or another over the past nine years.” 


Breaking the Silence’s history of keynote speakers is impressive, including 
Olympic gold medalist Mark Tewksbury and Little Sisters lawyer Joe Arvay. 
Cochrane fondly recalls Episcopal Bishop John Shelby Spong’s address at Knox 
United Church in 2003, ““Over 700 people crowded into the church to hear the 
bishop testify to his own journey, deconstruct fundamentalist assumptions 
(Biblical, social, and psychological) and offer a liberating alternative.” 


This year’s theme is Re-Imagining the Possible: Inspiring Change Through the Arts. 
Artists and organizers working in performance, video and theatre have been 
invited to speak and lead workshops on how their public practices and queer- 
ness intersect. Asked how the conference’s advisory committee chose the 
theme, Cochrane replied, “Serendipity! The way resources for the conference 
seemed magically to appear made it clear that this was the year for the arts.” 


Speakers and workshop leaders will come from a variety of backgrounds: 
academic, activist and cultural. Dempsey and Millan will discuss their practice of 
art and activist education; University of Regina theatre professor Wes Pearce will 
present his paper ‘Fear and Loathing in Surrey: Homophobia and The Laramie 
Project’; leaders of Edmonton’s Camp fYrefly will discuss strategies for arts- 
based community consciousness-raising; emerging Calgary-based video artist 
Edward Lee will screen his documentary The Invisible Son. 


Students are increasingly involved in all phases of planning and organizing the 
conference. In 2005, over fifty high school students attended Breaking the 
Silence, including several youth-only workshops and brainstorming sessions. 
“The energy they brought to the program was unforgettable. They had no diffi- 
culty in speaking up last year at the conference and we hear that they are not 
exactly wilting flowers in their schools either!” says Cochrane of the several gay- 
straight alliances (GSAs) who encouraged their members to attend. 


Along with students, the conference’s advisory committee includes high school 
teachers, administrators, and representatives from a host of other University and 
community-based organizations: the USSU LGBTA Centre, the Saskatchewan 
Teachers’ Federation, PFLAG, Youth Launch, the Avenue Community Centre, 
Saskatoon’s Catholic school board, and the newly-formed College of Education GSA. 


In the past decade there have been major advances in the visibility of GLBT 
people both in educational and larger communities. A 1998 press release points 
out the difficulty of finding gay teachers willing to participate in a public panel for 
fear of being ostracized by administration. And although strongly supported by 
University administration, early conferences had their share of naysayers— 
including ubiquitous ex-gay protester Bill Whatcott. Cochrane is modest but 
optimistic about the conference’s role in creating change. He points to the 
recent creation of a new provincial subject council, the Saskatchewan Straight 
and Gay Alliance, as sending a strong signal to the educational community that 
GLBT rights are human rights and are becoming part of the mainstream. 


The Breaking the Silence Conference will be held March |7-18 in Quance 
Theatre, Education Building, on the U of S campus. For more information call

Many communities in the Prairies 
witness an annual melt in the Spring 
but Vancouver may be the only civic 
centre in Western Canada to feature a 
‘Motown Meltdown’ each year. The 
Meltdown is a rousing musical event 
that kicks off the admirable year-long 
work of The Shooting Stars 
Foundation, a non-profit organization 
dedicated to creating and executing 
successful fundraising events in the 
Lower Mainland to benefit people 
living with HIV and AIDS. 


Shooting Stars is responsible for a 
number of hot tickets throughout the 
year—Vancity’s Starry Night at the 
Stanley Theatre among them—but 
Executive Director Kendra Sprinkling 
says Motown Meltdown is always a 
great kickstart—perhaps even because 
of the season. “People may have a little 
sunnier disposition in the spring, 
especially if it is light out and the 
heavens have dried. Offer a fun event 
with a twist and they will come any 
time of the year,’ she says. This year’s 
event takes place March |Ith at 
Vancouver’s famed Commodore 
Ballroom and, like previous years, it 
promises to be full of the best that the 
city’s musical community has to offer. 
“The minute the band plays the first 
chord and the first guest artist hits the 
stage, the dance floor fills with people 
who gotta dance. The artists involved 
in the show love it,’ says Sprinkling.

Motown Meltdown will feature over thirty unique performers, all backed by a 
full twelve piece band, giving their all at one of Vancouver’s cultural landmarks: 
the legendary Commodore. “It’s that great dance floor, | think,’ Sprinkling 
surmises, explaining what makes the venue so special. “And the history of the 
building itself?’ she adds. The hallowed planks of the venue’s stage have been 
trodden by performers as renowned as Tina Turner, Kiss and David Bowie so it’s 
most certainly a pleasure for the musicians involved to appear at the great locale. 
“I know that musicians from all over the world consider the Commodore a 
favorite room to play,” she confirms. 


And the location is also a treat for fans. A large and dedicated group attends 
each year. “Shooting Stars events have a tremendously loyal audience— 
fortunately—and they support all our shows because they know they will get 
great value and have a stellar time,” Sprinkling says. And much of that ‘stellar time’ 
is a direct result of the diverse group that performs. Juno Award-winning blues 
legend Jim Byrnes will take the stage, along with Canadian Idol alum Shane Wiebe, 
The Powder Blues Band’s Tom Lavin, local powerhouse Sibel Thrasher and more 
than a dozen others. 


Babe Gurr, a Vancouver-based roots-rocker is a definite highlight on the bill— 
and certainly a performer who is thrilled to be a part of it all. “I’ve had a lot of 
great gigs over the years that | really loved, but this is very special,” says Gurr. 
Crooning Motown, though, is not necessarily something she is all that familiar 
with. Her music, captured on three CDs available online via her website 
babegurr.com, is often compared to the musical stylings of Jann Arden, Chrissie 
Hynde and Shawn Colvin.““My music is definitely far removed from Motown,” she 
confesses. “[But] | don’t often get a chance to sing with such a large band and 
without a guitar slung over my shoulder, so it’s really quite different than what I’m 
used to. A total pleasure! A number of the entertainers are in a similar situation.” 


“Classic Motown has seeped into the musical consciousness of artists in every 
genre,” Sprinkling concurs. “Motown begat hip-hop and pop. The Beatles and 
Stones borrowed songs from Motown artists. It’s an important musical form.” The 
audience clearly recognizes this when they take to the dance floor. “The music 
connects on a kind of primal level. It is impossible not to move to a good Motown 
song,” says Sprinkling “| think people remember the lyrics and the melodies and 
they get transported to ‘party land’.” 


After more than ten years personally producing and directing shows for 
Shooting Stars, Kendra Sprinkling certainly has seen her share of performances. 


Singing Soul and Helping Out 


Despite the experience, she has not grown any more immune to the raw energy, 
emotion and enthusiasm of the night. “There are too many special moments to 
pinpoint,’ she admits. é 


Babe Gurr looks forward to making memories of her own this year as well. 
“Just sharing the night with my peers, who have all come together to help raise 
money for a very important cause is really moving,” she says. She has performed 
in past years and says the opportunity to gather with like-minded performers 
eager to help is always a welcome one. “It is one of the only times that you feel 
such a sense of community and support in a large way.’ The great diversity among 
the performers, for her, is an added treat. “Everyone is so excited...that nobody 
wants to stay in the dressing rooms so we all end up standing side-stage watching 
the concert and cheering each other on. It’s a blast!” 


Unlike the work of others at the side of the stage—many of whom dabble in 
jazz recordings or blues licks—Gurr’s latest release, the album Back Alley Porch, 
is a collection of introspective, thoughtful rock tracks. “The reaction has been 
very positive,’ she explains. “I am thrilled as | wasn’t sure how it would be 
received because | have gone a little more ‘rootsy’ on this CD compared with my 
last CD which was more adult contemporary-pop.” 


Responses to her live performances are often just’as positive. But even after 
the curtain falls on Babe Gurr’s set and those of the other Motown Meltdown 
headliners, the work of the Shooting Stars Foundation, and Kendra Sprinkling in 
particular, is far from done. Funds raised are not only collected at the events but 
also distributed by the group to frontline charities that strive to assist those living 
with HIV and AIDS. In the past, a number of worthy local organizations have 
benefited from the tremendous financial help, including the Dr. Peter Centre, A 
Loving Spoonful and Food for Thought Society. Even with the success, Sprinkling 
is still looking ahead. 


“After Motown Meltdown, | will be giving all my attention to our fifth year of 
Fit For A Queen,” she says enthusiastically. The foundation’s next major event, Fit 
for a Queen also promises to be a boisterous one. Fit for a Queen is an annual 
drag extravaganza billed as a “Vegas-style” night full of female impersonation and 
humor. Sprinkling describes it as “glorious, hilarious and elegant’. Last year’s 
success will be repeated with an undoubtedly entertaining show in May at the 
Stanley Theatre. 


No matter which event is under discussion though, the goal of the Shooting 
Stars Foundation is always unchanged: “to produce unique special events with 
passion, integrity and innovation to raise money for people living with HIV/AIDS.” 
And, despite twenty years in the fundraising business, no one is resting on their 
laurels. 


“There are a lot more fundraisers happening out there and therefore you have 
to really produce a unique and professional event with tremendous value to get 
noticed in the crowd,” Sprinkling explains. And Gurr, for one, is proud of the 
finished product year after year. 


“It’s an incredibly fun night of fabulous music with great musicians and singers 
that you normally don’t get to see all in one night,” she says. Then she adds, “And 
you are making a contribution that will help many people who are living with 
HIV/AIDS”. 


Clearly, the audience immediately benefits from the assembled talent and 
charities ultimately benefit from the impressive dedication.

Bo: Integrity is being true to oneself, | try to live my life as an open book. What 
you see is what you get! Trust—promoting relationships with friends, family and 
brothers/sisters in leather. Trust is something that needs to be earned and | want 
to earn the trust of Montréal’s leather and LGBT community by promoting the 
city to the best of my ability. We are the result of a vision created by generations 
of brothers and sisters who have predated us. We honour these persons by 
celebrating these leather traditions that have been passed on to us. Many have 
given their lives for us to be where we are today. My commitment is first to Guy 
and our relationship. | really believe that the grass is NOT greener on the other 
side and that family means everything to me. My mom and dad were together 
for over fifty years and Guy also comes from a family with strong roots. We 
celebrate that commitment. My second commitment is to our communities that 
| strive to serve. Compassion is shown by how inclusive we try and be. Guy and 
| enjoy meeting people from all walks of life and try and go out of our way to 
meet and talk with people from disadvantaged backgrounds. It costs nothing to 
show kindness to everyone and the benefits we receive are enormous. By adding 
a little joy to someone else’s life makes us happier people. We believe in 
spreading the joy of life. 

Outlooks: Will you compete at IML (International Mr. Leather) in Chicago? 


Bo: Yes. | want to represent Montréal the best way | can. We have received a 
huge amount of emotional support from everyone in the LGBT community and 
it is with great humility that | go to represent this great city to the world.

In a healthcare system already 
burdened with decreased providers, 
long waits and the near-extinction 
of the family doctor, its easy to rush 
appointments without ‘registering’ 
all the necessary health information 
we require, whether you’re the 
patient or the caregiver. While some 
clinic-weary Canucks try to snag 
independent physicians like they 
are stock market commodities, 
those stuck in the waiting room 
cattle-call are increasingly at risk of being cow-tipped as healthy healthcare ticks 
away on an egg timer. Let’s face it: the political debate over private and public 
healthcare can’t change the length of the queue for those already standing in line.

In the world of HIV/AIDS, cancer, or any life-threatening health challenges, 
getting the facts on maintaining and prolonging life is more important than ever 
as new and experimental treatments become available. Without a thorough 
check-up, patients can be easily duped by quick-fix prescriptions and a longer chat 
with the pharmacist than the average physician. For obvious reasons, doctors 
specializing in a patient’s life-altering symptoms are more and more preferred, and 
as specialist check-ups are scheduled months in advance, the time in between 
visits can present a plethora of unforeseen problems if flexibility and interim 
assistance are nowhere to be found. 


A year ago, a bilingual, quarterly magazine surfaced to assist patients with 
HIV/AIDS. Available for free with a current circulation of approximately 10,000, 
Relay — The Facts About HIV + You is published by Parkhurst Publishing, whose 
handful of medical publications cater primarily to Canadian physicians. As 
Corporate Editorial Director, Susan Usher mentions, Relay (or Relais) is unique 
in addressing topical content from the patient’s perspective, written not only by 
doctors, but by health professionals of all calibres who work with HIV/AIDS 
patients. 


“These are health professionals on the ground working with Person With 
AIDS,” describes Usher.“A lot of the content is meant to be an extension of the 
time patients have with their doctors—how to take treatment properly, for 
example, or how to approach nutrition and supplements.” 


As Usher outlines, little is still known about HIV meds even after nearly three 
decades, and as new PWHAs emerge, Relay is an opportunity to serve their needs 
alongside longer-term PVV/HAs, the latter who may not have enough preventive 
measures in place when, for example, cocktail meds are not working or are no 
longer effective. By using a language that marries lay understanding with medical 
vocabulary (a glossary is included), Relay aims to arm patients with not only the 
self-sustaining benefits of independent research, but also with communication 
tools for their medical visits. 


“Everything is written originally by a medical person,” says Usher. “What we do 
at Parkhurst is to make sure that everything is presented well and stays ona line 
that is jargon free, yet written intelligently for readers who know a lot about it 
and those who don’t”. 


Following submissions by HIV/AIDS health care contributors, Relay’s editorial 
board (a team of carefully selected, top medical experts) follows up on 
copyediting and editorial to ensure all material is, in-turn, fact-checked and 
properly compiled. It’s a level of responsibility that Usher adds is matched by the 
board’s blend of physicians and members of the HIV/AIDS Community itself, 
striking an ethical balance in the magazine’s control and viewpoints. 


Not to say Relay, like other magazines, isn’t without its share of controversy. In 
one recent letter to the editor, for example, a pair of critical Ontario readers was 
quick to express anger over a Fall 2005 article that included comments such as 
“HIV is no longer deadly” and implied lifestyle changes were necessary in order 
to be ‘a compliant PWWHA’. 


Perhaps more importantly, however, are the ethics behind the magazine’s finan- 
cial support: it is no hidden secret that Relay is, in fact, funded by pharmaceutical 
giant Abbott Industries. Usher mentions measures are in place to keep trans- 
parency in light of that ‘pharma’ connection. 


“There are a lot of rules that govern this sort of hands-off relationship with 


Abbott,” says Usher.“‘As funders, they [Abbott] benefit from providing something 
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good and beneficial to the public that helps eliminate the barriers of treatment. 
It’s very clear they have no say over what is written in the publication, and the 
physicians and community people on the editorial board work together to find 
that balance.” 


Along with carefully preserving the magazine’s professional and ethical respon- 
sibilities, Usher adds that Relay includes comment cards for those who want to 
express concerns, along with critical issues that they would like to see appear in 
the magazine’s upcoming issues. As response comes in, she appears both respon- 
sive to and excited by readers’ suggestions for upcoming stories. 


However critical its readership, Relay appears to reach a grateful following of 
those doing their own HIV homework, with continued submissions by contribu- 
tors leading the pack in Canada’s war on HIV/AIDS. With plans for increased 
circulation and an eventual website with .pdf downloads, Usher mentions the 
magazine should become easy to access within the next few months. Currently 
circulating in doctor’s offices and HIV/AIDS service organizations, any informed 
reader interested in HIV/AIDS might see it as, at the very least, an alternative 
option to the out-of-date Maclean’s Magazine they are stuck with in the waiting 
room. \ 4

Zig’s Turns Nine

Some of us may have been fortunate 
enough to drive across Canada and witness 
the stunning beauty of the northern Ontario 
countryside. But did anyone stop in Sudbury, 
population 200,000, to visit the very popular 
local gay bar Zig’s? If not you probably missed 
the number one gay tourist attraction in the 
region and the most popular place for the 
local community to gather. In our smaller 
towns and communities often the local gay 
bar is the only place to socialise and almost always plays a major role in 
supporting the GLBT population in the surrounding region. Zig’s bar is no 
exception for residents of northern Ontario and this year it is celebrating nine 
years of operation. 


Back in the summer of 1997, J.P. Pelletier and Gilles “Zig” Gervais took the 
bold step of opening a neighbourhood gay bar instead of buying a house 
together. Today their bar is the only one in this region of northern Ontario. 
Now in its second location, it has grown to six thousand square feet and hosts 
numerous community events and fund-raisers. After thirteen years together J.P. 
and Gilles were married in their own bar amongst a gathering of their friends.

Recently Outlooks caught up with the two 
owners whilst they were digging themselves out 
from a February Ontario blizzard and they took 
a welcome rest from shoveling snow to answer 
our questions and talk about their success. 


Outlooks: As partners in life and partners in 
business do you find it difficult to maintain a 
balance between the two? 


Zig: Believe it or not, it has worked out very, 
very well. We kind of live and work 24/7.We just 
have this kind of relationship where we comple- 
ment each other very well. 


Outlooks: Sudbury is not the location that 
most people might have chosen back in 1997 to 
open a gay bar or establishment, so how did it come about? 


Zig: Most of the bars that had been here for the decade prior to that time 
were hidden away and there was no signage or anything. We were the first ones 
to open a bar that was very visible with signage and everything and | think it was 
time for that. There isn’t any competition because it’s been proven over and over 
that there isn’t enough clientele for two bars in a city this size. 


Outlooks: Back in those early days were you concerned about the possibility 
of homophobia and maybe gay-bashing in a smaller Ontario community? 


Zig: Well, we always were concerned but if you’re going to do anything about 
that kind of attitude you have to face it and stand up to it. That’s why we decided 
to put the sign on our establishment and “come out” into the open. We were 
the first bar to do that here. There were some difficult times but in Canada 
we're a society that gets more and more accepting as time goes by—especially 
with the advent of same-sex marriage across the country. 


Outlooks: How did you spread the word and attract customers in those early 
days? 

Zig: It’s a small community! We got a liquor license on the Tuesday morning, 
opened the doors and we were packed on the same evening. 


Outlooks: Was it difficult in the early days financially to keep it going, as is so 
often the case for new businesses? 


Zig: We did O.K. Because we did all the renovations ourselves, it wasn’t as 
expensive as it would have been if we had hired contractors for everything. But 
the first few years were quite good until the non-smoking law kicked in, and since 
9/11, our insurance has increased dramatically by thousands of dollars. It makes 
it tougher. 


Outlooks: Recently you were married in your own gay bar after being 
together for thirteen years. How did it make you feel? 


Zig: Well, it was just something we felt we needed to do. We had planned to 
do it before it became law across Canada and | think our wedding was just about 
a week or two before the law passed Federally. We had the right to and we 


decided to go for it. It matters with an estate and a will that could be contested 
but once it is your spouse then no one can challenge it. 


Outlooks: Now that you are advertising on a local mainstream radio station 
does that bring you a mixed straight and gay clientele? 


Zig: It’s knocking down homophobia. We're not actually saying on the radio 
that we are a gay bar per se—you can read between the lines, but the city knows 
it’s a gay bar. Our slogan is “Where the unusual is the usual; the most outrageous 
bar in Sudbury”. It hasn’t done that much to change us but we were heading that 
way where we were getting a young female straight clientele coming in mostly 
for the music. All the bars happen to be in the core and that’s where we are. 


Outlooks: It’s not easy to run a gay bar or business, so to what do you 
attribute your longevity and success? What do you think you have done right? 


Zig: Persistence... persistence. After the first four years we moved our bar 
to its present location. We went from two thousand to six thousand square feet. 
It was a big chance, we took the big step. The City gave us a really, really hard 
time with permits etc. | believe it was either homophobia or incompetence at 
City hall. | was there daily. Persistence. 


Outlooks: Persistence and deep pockets? 


Zig: Not so much deep pockets as the constant persistence to make it 
happen. 


Outlooks: What makes Zig’s a community bar? 


Zig: Being the type of bar that it is. It’s one of a kind. Plus we have a 
monopoly in all of northern Ontario as the place where gay people can go and 
be themselves without being harassed. We are straight friendly but we're first 
and foremost for the GLBT community. We've always held many community 
fund-raising activities right from the very beginning. 


Outlooks: When you started nine years ago 
were there any problems finding a landlord who 
would allow a gay bar to open on their premises? 


Zig: The first time around we were quite 
straight looking and when the landlord found out 
it was going to be a gay club he just about 
laughed—but at that point, he didn’t have much of 
a choice as we had already signed the lease. Then 
when we did decide to move to our present 
location we actually hired a real estate agent so 
they negotiated the price and the terms, and the 
new landlord almost freaked when he found out 
that it was going to be gay bar. But we found out 
he was a clean freak and we showed him our 
existing bar and he could see we kept a very, very 
clean and well-run establishment and he was happy. He was a little nervous 
renting to a gay bar but he stuck his neck out and now were the largest tenant 
in his building. 

Outlooks: Over the course of these nine years have you noticed the attitude 
changing in Sudbury towards the Gay community? 


Zig: Yes it is. Slowly changing. Same-sex marriage being allowed has a lot to 
do with this in a positive way, especially with young people. 


Outlooks: If you had to do it all over again is there one important thing you 
would do differently? 


Zig: No. | don’t think we would change anything. 


Outlooks: What one piece of important advice would you give to young gay 
entrepreneurs who would like to open a gay bar in their hometown? 


Zig: lf you're going to go ahead, then before you actually open your doors do 
it incognito. If you go out and say that you are going to open a gay bar then you 
might run into a lot of trouble. But once you have your lease, like we did, there’s 
not much anyone can do. | suggest you remain incognito until you have your 
space and liquor license for the least amount of hassle. 


Outlooks: |s there a Zig’s anniversary message you would like to send to 
Outlooks readers across Canada? 


Zig: We're proud to be Canadians, able to have the right to get married legally 
and be in a country where we can open a gay bar and it’s legal to be gay. We're 
all lucky we live in Canada. We thank the northern Ontario community for their 
support over the years and hope to see some of your readers come and visit us 
as they tour Ontario in the coming months. We're the best and the only gay pit 
stop inthe region! W

Even though we all know that HIV and AIDS is a disease that can be contracted 
by anyone, the virus’ mode of transmission make men who have sex with men 
(MSM) a particularly high risk demographic. If you look at the history of the 
infection, MSM do comprise the majority of infections, which makes it difficult to 
combat the perception that HIV/AIDS is a “gay disease”. But if you look at 
recent trends that is no longer true; in Canada in 2003, straight males and 
females accounted for about as many new infections as MSM. 


In fact, today, it is probably more accurate to characterize HIV/AIDS as a 
“youth disease”. According to UN statistics, about half of the new infections in 
the world are in young people between the ages of fifteen and twenty-four. In 
Canada, youth fifteen to twenty-nine account for just over twenty-seven percent 
of positive tests between 1985 and 2004—the fact that people can live for years 
before acquiring symptoms or getting tested suggests that even a higher 
percentage of HIV-infected individuals contracted the disease before age thirty. 
These facts have lead the United Nations Association in Canada to initiate “It’s 
Time to Act: Mobilizing Young Canadians around HIV/AIDS”, a peer education 
project aiming to “educate and empower youth between the ages of twenty to 
twenty-nine around HIV/AIDS and social determinants of health”. 


The two year project began last July and is divided into two primary phases 
with four stated goals: 


|. SAFER SPACES—Creation of supportive and safer spaces where we can 
receive and exchange information on HIV/AIDS, and explore values, misconcep- 
tions and issues related to the prevention and management of HIV/AIDS. 


2. POLICY AND ACTION PLANNING—Develop, publish and disseminate 
goals and recommendations on the Canadian response to HIV/AIDS. 


3. EMPOWERMENT AND ACTION—Increase our personal and collective 
capacities to identify needs within our own communities and commit to partic- 
ipate in effective responses. 


4. GLOBAL COMMITMENT—Increase our understanding of the global 
HIV/AIDS crisis and commit to participate in efforts to address the crisis. 


The first year is focused primarily on action—getting out into youth commu- 
nities to disseminate information about HIV and to gather information from 
young people to understand how they think about and relate to the issue. This 
will be done through a number of activities, including “twinning” partnerships 
with youth in other countries where the HIV crisis is more apparent; a national 
youth survey; regional Canadian youth forums—all culminating in participation in 
the XVI International Conference on AIDS in Toronto in August of this year. 


Once that phase is complete, the intent is to collate the information gathered 
and use it as the basis for a number of documents including a youth declaration 
on HIV/AIDS, directed at governments and other organizations. Hopefully, the 
information can also be used in other ways, such as better targeting educational 
materials and programs. 


A guiding principle of “It’s Time to Act” is that education is more powerful 
when it comes from peers. To that end, UNAC has assembled a ten person 
National Youth Team with each member assigned to different Canadian region. 
One of the biggest responsibilities of each of the National Youth Teams is to 
organize and execute a youth forum in their region—by this summer forums will 
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have occurred in Vancouver, Calgary, Saskatoon, Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal, 
Quebec City, Halifax, St. John’s and Iqaluit. We spoke to Sophie Wertheimer, who 
is responsible for organizing Calgary’s youth forum, which will take place April 
7th and 8th. 


Sophie has put together an innovative program that draws together a diver- 
sity of people, perspectives and approaches to address AIDS awareness in a more 
engaging and meaningful way. There will, of course, be some basics about HIV 
prevention, but also workshops led by individuals whose lives have been touched 
by HIV in different ways: for example Sanelisiwe Dube, a student from 
Zimbabwe, and Whiley Eagle from the “Tipi of Courage” project at the Red 
Cross. There will be a presentation of the documentary “A Closer Walk” and an 
art workshop facilitated by Wednesday Lupypciw, a BFA student at ACAD—and 
perhaps most importantly, an action-planning session to teach and innovate 
practical ways of making a difference locally and globally. In this respect, UNAC 
and the National Team Members hope that the youth forums will reach out 
beyond the participants of the forums. Sophie expects that between fifty and 
sixty young people will participate in the Calgary forum. 


Sophie Wertheimer herself is originally from Montreal and is currently 
working on her PhD related to HIV/AIDS through the Faculty of 
Communication and Culture at the University of Calgary. She became drawn to 
the issue during her undergraduate degree at Concordia University, which has 
quite an extensive program in HIV/AIDS related issues. Through her interest, she 
volunteered in several capacities and started asking questions about portrayals 
and perceptions of sexuality in our culture and media. 


Sophie says that the response from the Calgary community has been tremen- 
dous and surprising, given the conservative reputation Alberta has (especially 
after the last election!). Even the rejections she’s received are sincere in their 
regret and come with wishes that the program be successful, she reports. 


It is estimated that there are about 56,000 HIV-infected individuals living in 
Canada today (approximately thirty percent of which don’t know they are 
infected). This is about a twentieth of, say, the number of people living with 
diabetes, which HIV is often compared to these days with respect to it being a 
“chronic”, not “terminal” disease. Certainly, it is not as serious a problem in 
Canada as it is in other parts of the world. Legitimately one might ask why 
Canadians need to worry so much about HIV. 


There are many answers to this question, not the least of which is that 
Canadians cannot live in isolation from the rest of the world, and HIV/AIDS is 
probably the most serious health crisis the global community has ever faced. But 
perhaps more to the point with respect to HIV/AIDS being a “youth disease”, 
HIV infection, unlike diabetes or cancer, is practically 100 per cent preventable 
through education. The avenues of transmission are not mysterious; they are 
well known and we have the power to stop it in its tracks right now, today. We 
don’t need to wait for some medical breakthrough at some unspecified point in 
the future—we just need to transmit knowledge more efficiently than the virus.

Time this month for what has fast become the social event of the winter 
season: SNAP!. Actually, make that 5xSNAP!; this year’s special title reflects a 
milestone in the annual fundraiser for the AIDS Committee of Toronto (ACT). 


For art-whores, photography aficionados and scenesters alike, SNAP!-is now 
marked in social calendars in indelible ink. The glitzy night is comprised. of a 
juried photo competition and both live and silent auctions of stunning visual art. 
The 2005 edition raised over $60,000 for ACT, and, after attending myself, | left 
(drunk) and with a sense that we are witnessing the evolution of what could 
well become the next Fashion Cares in Toronto, particularly in terms of the 
event’s contribution to our arts, social and fundraising scenes. 


One great sign of success so far: this year SNAP! is already moving into a much 
larger venue than its former home. The National Ballet School on Jarvis Street 
has donated their glam new space, making this SNAP! the first large publicly 
accessible event at the school, and increasing capacity by 300 people. 


Co-chair Nelson French tells me this year is going to be over the top. About 
eighty pieces have been curated for the live auction, up from just over fifty last 
year, with a third of the work curated from fine art photographers, another third 
from emerging photographers, and a final third comprised of commercial and 
fashion photos. The fashion category is a new category for the night, and as it 
happens to have been curated by my beau, | can offer this sneak peek for those 
of you with a passion for fashion: Work landed includes a donation by the 
renowned Barb Cole; her photography is collected world-wide and sells in the 
five-figure range. Also watch for a stunning shot of Canadian supermodel Daria 
Werbowy (Prada, Chanel, Lancome) by Alvaro Goveia; this never-before-seen 
outtake from a fashion magazine cover shoot will be hot when it hits the auction 
block.

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Running Out

If you question or doubt whether running is an actual sport, Ben Gordon is ready to 
defend it to the ground. Many people argue that it is more of a pastime than a sport 
but Gordon says it can be very competitive. Running a marathon involves great 
strength, endurance and skill where you have to focus on everything right down to 
your breathing. “You have to know when to hold back and when to give it 110 per 
cent.” 


Gordon, twenty-one, is currently attending the University of Western Ontario in 
London on an athletic scholarship. Last year he participated in the Scotiabank Toronto 
Waterfront Marathon and the Tucson Marathon all the way down in Arizona. For such 
events Gordon has a strategy of staying close behind someone “pacing with them until 
| notice when they begin to tire, then | go in for a quick pass.” At the Scotiabank 
Marathon he ran fourty-two and a half kilometers in three hours thirty-five minutes 
behind the winning time of three hours four minutes. 


In between marathons he cross trains as running is such a high impact sport. He 
makes sure to switch up his exercise routine from biking to swimming or anything that 
works his muscles in a different way. 


Wearing the proper gear is essential; a fact Gordon learned the hard way. He 
suffered from serious shin splints (a painful inflammation of the muscles surrounding 
the shins) and “was off my feet for three days,” he said. He attributes it to running while 
wearing improper footwear, specifically, shoes that didn’t have proper support. Instead 
of going for the most expensive brand, you should go into a store like the Running 
Room (runningroom.com) and “let them assess your gait cycle,’ the motion of your 
feet and the way they hit the ground, and then they can tell you what footwear will suit 
you best. Adidas are his shoe of choice because they’re light and have an amazing 
cooling system called ClimaCool. 


Balancing school and running can be difficult and he admits he doesn’t run everyday. 
If he doesn’t run for a few days, however, he feels it both physically and mentally, like 
something is missing. For people who are less motivated he suggests running with a 
friend especially when working on cardio by running at a pace at which you can chat. 
But during a marathon it’s every man for himself and Gordon gets into a zone where

“jt becomes a competition between me and the pavement”. 


Adam Wiendels, a friend of Gordon's, can vouch for this because he competed 
against him last June in the Bell City Chase across Toronto. 


When Wiendels started running he would go for two kilometers and have to take 
the bus back. Now he claims to be able to keep up with Gordon but considers himself 
more of a casual runner. He uses running as more of a therapeutic outlet but takes it 
seriously in his own way. It gives him alone time to “think, work out the day and release 
stress”. 


He is also a smoker, which is his other stress reliever, and is definitely not something 
one would expect from a runner. 


“Jaws dropped like they were personally offended,” he said about peoples reactions 
when has a cigarette while stretching before a race, “I get dirty looks. Oh well,” he 
finished with a chuckle. He has a pre-run smoke and one immediately after and 
although he knows this is bad for his health he claims it hasn’t affected his performance 
yet. 


Running takes a lot of perseverance but it’s not all work and no play, Wiendels said. 
Once in a while he likes to throw on a shorts and a tight tank top to go running 
through the village where he gets looks and a few honks, which is always a good self- 
esteem boost. 


A favourite event for Wiendels is the Pride and Remembrance Run held during 
Pride weekend because the proceeds go to good causes and it’s the only race where 
he can be flirty with the other runners. ‘It’s cool to see hundreds of gay boys not only 
into the hardcore partying during Pride,” he said. Last year a hottie caught his eye so 
he purposely paced himself alongside the guy and it paid off because they met after the 
race and hit it off.Although the relationship was short lived, he is excited to participate 
in the Pride Run again this year. W

Why do we like porn? Collectively we spend millions of dollars every year on 
films, images, internet services and phone chat lines. We search for fantasy and 
find it, readily available, in magazines, movies and online. Displayed like wares in a 
sexual supermarket are the perfect pecs and jutting genitals that we have never 
had offered to us, nor achieved ourselves (lacking the genes and gym time!) 
Physical desire stripped down to bare essentials. No affection, but no rejection 
either.We can have our Blake and eat him too.... or, rather, have the shared illusion 
of eating him, for in porn, sex is a public act produced for mass consumption. 


We love the beautiful and famous, all the while cherishing in our hearts a desire 
to discover their flaws. The same impulse that makes us surreptitiously glance at 
tabloid headlines while in grocery store checkout lines makes us hope that these 
beautiful, sexy people are not so different from us as they seem on the flickering 
TV screens in darkened bedrooms. Pornography gives the appearance of intimacy 
but little is actually revealed of the people who provide the bodies for our 
fantasies. Nudity can hide rather than reveal. Documentary films such as Naked 
Fame and Sex/Life LA. 2 Cycles of Porn (both from tlareleasing.com) give us a 
chance to look behind the public images and gain a view of a more fully-fleshed 
out portrait of the men of porn. 


Naked Fame, produced and directed by Christopher K. Long for here! TV follows 
the change of career path of Colton Ford as the forty-something porn star leaves 
the world of adult films to pursue his first love—singing. He and his partner, Blake 
Harper, have been living at the Live and Raw Hotel, an internet site where web 
cams are hooked up in all the rooms so the inhabitants, in addition to chatting 
online to paying customers, can also be viewed in the shower, in the kitchen, in 
the bedroom; the concept of privacy is non-existent. A life that more closely 
resembles that of a performing animal act. So Colton and Blake are moving out 
of the hotel, finishing up public appearances, and putting the world of adult films 
behind them. 


Strongly supported by Blake 
and his parents (remarkably, his 
mother states that she thinks 
porn freed him to truly be 
» himself) Colton confronts the 
_ reality of being an older male 
singer with the stigma of a 
porn background trying to 
break into the club/dance 
music business, unfortunately 
which prefers its dance divas to 
be young and female. Porn is 
truly a double-edged sword— 
he is well known because of his 
adult films but this same 
notoriety limits his appeal. His 
efforts are bedevilled at every 
step by his egomaniacal 
manager—another former porn 
star—Kyle, whose abrasive, 
controlling personality and blatant disregard for Blake, eventually lead to an 
acrimonious parting of the ways. At the end of the film, Colton, who has a demo 
record but no recording deal, returns to his former manager. While actively 
pursuing his dream, the singer has no assurance of success. 


What shines most clearly throughout the film is the quality of Colton and 
Blake’s relationship. We see small private moments when they are focused not on 
the camera or career, but just on each other. 
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SEX/LIFE LA.2, Cycles of Porn is a follow up to Jochen Hick’s film from 1997. 
Again we visit the Live and Raw Hotel—the same one where Colton and Blake 
were staying—but this time the hotel inhabitants are a collection of young men 
in their early twenties who are just beginning their work in porn. They all speak 
of future career plans and are confident that having done porn will be no obstacle 
for different work later. They strive to project an image of sexiness, but their 
cockiness is somehow contrived and unsettling. Even in their off camera 


| moments—although with a webcam in every room, one is never off camera— 


they are still presenting an image for the filmmaker. Not necessarily examples of 
youthful beauty—some are skinny boys whose main attraction is their easy 
availability—they seek attention, exposure and money—or just simply a place to 
live. They perform sex for money, not pleasure. Several say that outside of their 


_ professional obligations, they have little interest in sex. 


But even the money is an illusion. Porn stars Matt Bradshaw, Cole Tucker and 
Kevin Kramer reveal in interviews that film performers are paid a one-time fee 
(generally four or five hundred dollars) and sign over all other rights—photos, 
advertising images etc. Producers of films make big money, not performers. 
Those who take their adult film stardom too seriously set themselves up for 
disappointment, or worse. Matt Bradshaw established a name in the industry 
until drugs and hard living cost him even his bread and butter job as a 
hairdresser. John Garwood, interviewed in the original 1997 film, died the 
following year of an overdose. 


One of the most controversial aspects to Jochen Hicks film is his investigation 
into bareback videos. Most producers, such as ChiChi LaRue, are vocal 
advocates of safer sex and their actors are forbidden to do bareback porn. But 
money talks—out loud!—especially to those porn actors who are already HIV+ 
and feel they have nothing to lose. 


There are, however, survivors. Cole Tucker was forty-four years-old, and HIV+ 
when he started performing in porn. He had a plan—do films for a few years and 
then move on. He won lots of awards, made very successful films, but left it for 
a personal relationship. As he puts it, porn is a temporary job, not a career. 


Another man who not only made it in porn but also made it out, is Colton Ford 
who has a focus and sense of identity beyond his body and sexual equipment. 
| contacted Colton to see how his life and career were going since the release 
of Naked Fame. While declining to give details, he did say that he has an album 
soon to be released following up on the success of Signed, Sealed, Delivered with 
Pepper McShay. His relationship with Blake is “still strong. Rock Hard!” And they 
both enthusiastically “support each other’s passions.” 


We need illusion and fantasy in our lives but we also must distinguish clearly 
between the fantasy and real life. We cannot blame explicit films or images for 
low self-esteem or a susceptibility to addictions—those are personality traits 
that may be exacerbated by porn, but not created by it. Often it is the 
emotionally fragile who seek the specious approbation of exhibitionism. 


Let us look to our own attitudes about physical appearance, sexuality and 
self-acceptance. As a culture, we too often assume physical beauty to be a sure 
sign of the gods’ favour, that those who are famous and handsome have fewer 
problems and spend their days basking constantly in the warm sunshine of 
universal approval. These two films demonstrate quite a different reality. W

Outlooks: When you were growing up in Saskatchewan what motivated you 
towards a career in the entertainment industry? 


Charlie: I’ve always been a performer at heart. As a child | remember sitting 
my family down and making them watch endless little shows and dance routines 
in our living room, first in English and then in French. | just grew up interested 
in the drama and music programs which were offered at school, where | found 
a real home for myself. | dabbled in a lot of sports growing up, but definitely on 
the stage was where | felt most at home. | started touring with a group called 
Saskatchewan Express when | was about sixteen, and that was a wonderful 
experience to be with other actors who felt like me. | performed musical 
theatre in Western Canada and the Northern United States, and this was an 
opportunity that growing up in small communities doesn’t always have to offer 
young actors. 


Outlooks: How did that lead to your involvement in the boy band 4Now? 


Charlie: Oh my god, that’s such a weird story! (laughs) When | was eighteen 
| was going to the first year of college in Victoria at the Canadian College for 
Performing Arts. An alumni from the college, Derek James—who had just got 
back from a tour with Disney—was visiting, and we met and he became my best 
friend. He went back to L.A. to audition for a boy band and when he was 
successful, the band lost one of their members—drama in the group, you 
know—and he phoned me and invited me to come and sing for them, if | could 
be in Malibu the next day for a photo shoot, and get started. | talked to my 
parents and the college directors who supported me in doing that, so | headed 
down there. The first incarnation of the group was very bizarre, as it was put 
together with “here’s a condo, here’s a car, here’s money” but absolutely nothing 
going on—no performances. So after a month of walking around saying we were 
this band, but doing nothing, | got tired of it. I’m this creative person and it was 
ridiculous. We hadn’t even sung together. Derek and | got together with the 
management and said, either we sing or we go and find something else to do. 
They said, “OK, go find something else!” So we had to put together our own 
band and start something, as we couldn’t go back to Canada broke.We just went

Hard work, perseverance and natural talent have all contributed to Charlie 
David’s Canadian success story in the highly competitive entertainment industry. 
At the age of twenty-five Charlie has journeyed from his roots in a small 
Saskatchewan town to an accomplished acting career, making Vancouver his 
home town in Canada. Along the way he became the member of a boy band, a 
host for network TV shows, an international model, a published writer, a 
successful dramatic television actor and owner of his own production company. 
In a business world where it’s often easier to play straight, Charlie came out early 
on in his career to be true to himself and in order to live his life without sacri- 
ficing for his career. Today, he is perhaps one of the most accomplished openly 
gay actors we can be proud to call Canadian. 


Shortly Charlie is about to leave for Hawaii to begin taping the new season of 
here! TV’s gay gothic soap opera Dante’s Cove where he co-stars as the likeable 
and lovesick Toby. Just completed are the first shows in his new role as the co- 
host of Bump! the popular travel show on Canada’s GLBT network OUTtv. 
Travelling to Paris, Berlin, Sydney, Durban, Mexico and Rio for the current season 
of Bump! has kept him busy for the past few months and Outlooks recently caught 
up with him at his home in Vancouver while his feet were on the ground. 


from there and began opening for people like Destiny’s Child, Snoop Dog and Rick 
Springfield. 
Outlooks: What made you realise that acting would become your next pursuit? 


Charlie: You know, I’ve always had a preference for acting—it’s my true 
passion. It’s been like the monkey on my shoulder that won't shake loose 
(laughs). Ever since | was little I’ve played different musical instruments and sung, 
which is something that | enjoy, but it’s not my first love, even though it 
presented me with opportunities workwise. The band was based in Vegas for a 
couple of years, and that led to some incredible opportunities, like the different 
bands we opened for, but we were having management problems, so we moved 
to L.A., as there was more opportunity to pursue acting there. 


Outlooks: Obviously, the move worked, as you have appeared in Dante’s Cove, 
Godiva, and Terminal City, to name a few. How did this lead to co-hosting the 
travel show Bump! On OUTtv? 


Charlie: | had done some personality and hosting work before, and | love it. 
With Bump! the Toronto producers saw a tape of me on Crash Test Mummy, and 
then they saw my hosting reel on my website, called my agent and offered me 
the show. Actually | still haven’t met them (laughs again). 


Outlooks: Most people have the impression that any work involving travel is 
a glamorous position. Do you find this to be true or are there drawbacks? 


Charlie: There are so many elements that are wonderful, to see these 
different cities, to see them from a gay and lesbian perspective, it’s like an added 
bonus for me—to go and see what is interesting and relevant for us as a 
community. To see what’s happening all over the world in the music scene, arts, 
celebrity and fashion or our history as a gay population—that’s really fantastic. 
It is work though! There are prep days, or research on the plane from one place 
to another, on the internet prepping interviews. The days start early and end late 
in order to catch all aspects of the gay life in that city, including the nightlife. We 
want to show it all. We're burning on our last fumes, for sure, when we leave a 


city.

Outlooks: Do you have any input on the cities that you go to? 


Charlie: The producers have really been fantastic about letting me have some 
choice on the cities | go to.A lot of it is that they have ideas on the countries 
they want to cover, but sometimes the schedule changes due to local conditions, 
and we adapt to the different cultures, which makes it really like an adventure. 
We just got back from a Mexican tour in January, and the itinerary was constantly 
changing. When we arrived in Cancun we found out that our research wasn’t 
accurate. As gays and lesbians, we like to know what is hot now and sometimes 
you've got to change your plans to adjust to that. You have to work your way 
down to the next layer of a city and really find its pulse. 


Outlooks: What’s your most interesting city or favourite city that you’ve been 
to so far? 


Charlie: Wow! There have been some good ones. | think | would say Berlin. | 
loved Berlin because of the extreme dichotomy between Old World and New 
World. It’s one of the most modern European cities in many ways, and yet there 
was an energy in the city that was just tangible. | felt Berliners were a people who 
were very proud and very strong, and yet still living with the aftermath of the war. 
| felt it, and | think there were people who feel apologetic, but don’t know yet 
how to express that. Yet they are a different generation, so should they be 
apologetic? It’s an amazing cultural city and they have a party scene that’s second 
to none. | love any city that has a rich culture and one of my favorite aspects of 
the city was the fact that they have the only gay museum in the world. It covers 
the past two or three hundred years of gay culture and history. | think it is so 
important that we look at where we, as a community, have come from, and what 
men and women have done to get us where we are today. 


Outlooks: Your co-host on Bump! is Shannon McDonough. Do you travel 
together to produce segments? 


Charlie: We do different cities and | actually haven’t met her yet (laughs). | feel 
like this isolated little island out here in Vancouver, while they are all out in 
Toronto. | meet up with the producer/director, sound and camera crew in 
whatever city we are covering and we just go! I’ve watched Shannon on some of 
her shows and other interviews she does. | think she’s fun and very funny. | look 
forward to finally meeting her. | think some episode we should hook up and tag 
team it. That would be fun. 


Outlooks: Do you think with the Olympics coming to Vancouver in 2010 there 
might be a Bump! segment to encourage GLBT attendance at the games? 


Charlie: | think that would be fantastic! Vancouver is slated for a show this 
season, and we're just looking at dates right now. Vancouver is such a hot spot 
right now, and | just had a friend up from the States with Genre magazine who 
was covering it for a story. Everywhere | go in the world, people assume I’m from 
New York or L.A. They assume that’s where you're from. | say Vancouver—that’s 
my home, and they just go ga-ga. Either they’ve been there and they love it, or 
they have friends that have been and can’t say enough good things about 
Vancouver. On Canada as a whole, | hear over and over again how people are 
impressed with our movement in gay rights, how pro-active we have been and 
our acceptance as equals. 


Outlooks: How do you manage to schedule all your activities, acting roles and 
travel for Bump!? 


Charlie: It’s difficult sometimes and my manager occasionally wants to pull 
her hair out. But you know, you take it one day at a time and do what you can 
do. It’s difficult for me to turn down a show—as an artist all | want to do is work. 
Give me the opportunity and | would work every day if | could, but it does come 
down to when does this show end and when does this one begin, and is it 
possible to go back and forth? Sometimes it is, and sometimes it’s not—you just 
have to go with the flow. Do the best that you can and hope that you’re making 
the right choices. So far I’m having a blast, and I’m extremely happy to be out 
playing a gay character on one show and hosting a gay travel show—I couldn’t 
ask for anything more. 


Outlooks: How did it feel to be included in the last Out Magazine 2005 list of 
the top Out!00 people? 


Charlie: Oh my god! | was flabbergasted. When | got the call | was at Outfest 
in Philadelphia, and | was at the airport when my manager gave me the news. | 
couldn't believe it! I’ve watched that list for a few years now, and was one of 
those things that | thought, one day that would be really cool. | hope that | can 
do things, add to the community, but in no way did | think that would be this year! 
It was really cool but it is humbling to be amongst the likes of Elton John and 
Melissa Etheridge. It was encouraging and it was nice to be recognised as a young 
guy who’s coming out, and | hope to provide some inspiration for other young 
guys, not only performers—but anybody—and encourage them to say “this is 
who | am, I’m proud of it” and embrace it. Stand tall and proud. 


Outlooks: In the past some of your writing has been published. Are you 
planning any more articles? 


Charlie: Not in terms of magazine articles, but | am working on a couple of

screenplays and a television script. So who knows what may be next? 


Outlooks: At the age of only twenty-five, you have experienced a very active 
and successful career, so where do you foresee your future? 


Charlie: Oooh, well thank you! | really hope to continue to pursue my acting 
and | hope to continue to get the opportunity to portray interesting characters, 
be they gay or straight or otherwise. | hope that | continue to have the 
opportunity to bring to the small and large screen what it means to be gay. | 
think we are making huge progress and it’s a really exciting time to be involved 
in the community, but we still have a long way to go. In mainstream televison, they 
portray gay characters often as the sidekick, or the stereotype, or the comic 
relief, which is great to be out there, but | would love to see them show more 
sides to gay life as we really are in the GLBT community. 


Outlooks: How do you find time for a personal life with such a demanding 
career? 


Charlie: Oh it’s hard. I'll be honest I’m really lucky to have an amazing family 
and some very close friends that | call family, as well and that’s the most 
important thing to me. | actually call Bump! Charlie’s World Tour To Find A 
Boyfriend (laughs again). At this point, | think I’m a driven guy and career is 
important to me right now. | have these goals that I’m after, and | think you have 
to maintain that focus to make it happen. | hope | will meet that right guy one day. 


Outlooks:VWhen can we expect to see you in a gay role on the big screen? Has 
Hollywood come knocking yet for the Brokeback Mountain sequel? 


Charlie: (Laughs) The big screen is definitely an ambition of mine. | had to turn 
down one project because of scheduling problems (The big S$ word). At my 
production company we have a feature in development right now—a gay love 
story for the big screen. It’s going to be done in the Canadian Indy spirit, so you 
know...It’s such an inspiration that a film like Brokeback Mountain has taken 
America, and really the world, by storm, and that it’s just a love story.| find it truly 
amazing and such a testament to where we (the gay community) are today.

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Jim Rondeau 
Loves People 


And Places

The Honourable Jim Rondeau is Manitoba’s energetic Minister of Industry, 
Economic Development and Mines, but he’s a lot more than that. 


For one thing, he’s the first openly gay member of the Manitoba Legislature 
and lives contentedly with his partner of fourteen years, an award-winning 
computer graphics designer. 


“We're both workaholics and both travel a lot, but we make sure we spend 
good quality time together. At Christmas we went to Victoria and spent time 
with all our nephews and nieces,” says the affable Rondeau. 


He thinks gay marriage is a great step forward but has no plans to rush out 
and go through some formal ceremony. He and his partner considered it briefly 
but they had made all the legal provisions about wills and living wills some time 
ago, so there seemed little point in going through a ceremony. 


In an interview with Outlooks, he said he has no immediate anxieties over gay 
marriage rights now that the Conservatives have a minority government in 
Ottawa.

“I’m not apprehensive about that at all because there are many parties 
represented in Ottawa, and there will be no rush to change equality rights for 
gays,” he says.“Mr. Harper has said there will be a free vote on the marriage issue 
and with the current numbers, | see no reason to think the law will be changed.” 


He expects a Harper government to move very cautiously and to seek to build 
consensus if it wants to remain in power. 


Rondeau was first elected to the Legislature in 1999 and was appointed 
legislative assistant to the Deputy Premier and Minister of Intergovernmental 
Affairs in 2002. He joined the cabinet in 2003 as Minister of Healthy Living, a 
position in the Department of Health. That was a fortunate appointment because 
he enjoys badminton, working out and cycling. As a former teacher, he had also 
coached numerous volleyball and badminton teams. 


He says he enjoyed the post because it allowed him to introduce creative, new 
programs to encourage fitness among Manitobans and to focus on an improved 
quality of life. His promotion to Industry Minister came in October 2004 and has 
changed his life considerably. 


For one thing, there’s less chance to be as flexible and creative than in his old 
post as Healthy Living Minister. Many of the programs and procedures are laid 
down already. 


The new job has also severely crimped his free time and he feels guilty that he 
now has to preprogram private social meetings through his appointments secretary. 


“You have to think ahead to pre-program down time or just meet friends to 
see a movie or whatever,’ he says. “My schedule is worked out four to five 
months in advance.” 


Despite that, he knows balance is needed so he will deliberately program in a 
half-day or a weekend off, when he rigorously avoids talking shop or doing any 
political work. To relax he loves to go out for dinner or travel. Anything, in fact, 
but talk politics. 


“I would love to visit many, many more countries because | love meeting new 
people and seeing new places,” he says. “My work takes me across Canada and | 
just got back from Vancouver. Soon | will be at a mining meeting in Toronto and 
| travel throughout Manitoba. But | haven’t had time yet to think about a vacation 
this year or where I'll go.” 


His busy schedule has also meant putting on hold some of his favourite causes, 
such as literacy. Each year he holds a barbecue and book sale, with the proceeds 
going to support literacy projects. Money raised helps adult learners with 
transport and babysitting costs. He believes literacy is the key to opportunity, 
yet, in his teaching days, he met many bright children in his teaching days who 
lacked reading and writing skills. 


“It just held them back terribly,’ he says. “If you can’t read or write you can’t 
fill in a job application and it puts up many obstacles in life.” 


Before his political life began, Rondeau was a teacher and an adult work 
education coordinator for the Frontier School Division, where he helped 
establish eighteen adult learning centres and libraries. He also developed an 
award-winning school-to-work transition program for young people from 
northern Manitoba, where he has also taught. 


He is an advocate of lifelong learning and is committed to community 
volunteerism. He has been a director on the board of the Literacy Partners of 
Manitoba and has had active involvement with the Optimist Club. He has also 
been involved as a volunteer with the St.john Ambulance Volunteer Services. 


Much of his work has been with community clubs, parent councils, seniors 
groups, military organizations and community groups trying to improve life. 


His typical day begins at 6:30 Am and is filled with meetings, attendance at the 
Legislature, media interviews and usually at least two events each evening. He 
rarely gets home before | 1:00 pm and he works seven days a week, so the pace 
is punishing. 

“As minister | see my main job as the creation of more high value, high quality 
jobs as we encourage economic growth,” he says. 


Rondeau is all for more GLBT people getting involved in politics, but he says 
many minority groups are underrepresented. He would like to see more women 
running for office, as well as more aboriginals. 


He has won several awards, including the Queen’s Golden Jubilee Medal in 2002, 
an Optimist of the Year award, a Manitoba Peacekeeper Recognition award, the 
Conference Board of Canada Workplace Award and several Best Coach awards. W
